Mr. Sherman read from the letter of 
Mr. Thomas’ssthe resigning of his office as 
secretary of the treasury of Mr. Buchan- 
an’s cabinet, in which Mr. Thomas says 
that the United States has no power to 
collect the custom duties at the port of 
Charleston. This was an indorsement of 
the right of secession. It has at least 
placed the applicant in an embarrassing 
position which will require an explana- 
tion. But he would cail attention to the 
speech of Mr. Thomas’s to which refer- 
ence had been made, In thatspeech the 
senate was referred to as ‘‘a body of men 
who always had been, and were now, 
traitors to the union.’’ 

Mr. Morton said the imputation just 
heard was sufficient to justify inquiry. 
If what Mr. Thomas had said was not 
true, the converse of the proposilion 
was true. If the senate was a body of 
traitors, Mr. Themas was a “loyal” 
man, but if the senate was not a body of 
traitors, then Mr. Thomas was a “ dis- 
loyal’’ man. 

Mr. Saulsbury ssid this report of the 
speech of Mr. Thomas from which this 
extract read, appeared in the Baltimore 
American He read the speech in the 
Baltimore Gazelle, and there was no 
such language attributed to the speaker 
in that repert. 

After some further debate the subject 
was, on motion of Mr. Grimes, postponed 
until to-morrow.

GALILEO GALALEL. 

About the same time a@@ Porta arose 
one of the most remarkable men, Cali- 
leo Galilei, who is best — by his 
christian name, who was born at Pisa, 
of anoble Florentine family. He en- 
tered the university in bis nineteenth 
year, and early devoted bimself to the 
study of natural philosophy, and mere 
the laws of meshanics. This 
led to an examination of the rival sys- 
tems of astronomy—thePtolemaic and 
the Copernican, He Ciscovered 
and proved the futile objections made 
against the latter system, which were 
founded on an ignorance of the laws of 
mechanics, or on some misapplied quo- 
tations from Aristotle, the Bible, and 
the Fathers; and having also observed 
that many >» had at first believed the 
former system, had changed in favor of 
the latter, while none of those attached 
to the latter had changed to the Ptole- 
maic, with other refiections he had col- 
lected, he became a convert to the Co- 
perniean system, and, in his old age, 
its most conspicuous migttyr. In the year 
1409, be perfected the‘construction of 
his telescope, and this laid. the founda- 
tion of the brilliant discoveries in the 
solar system which have rendered per- 
fect that science of which the objects are 
the most remote. The Jesuits, who 
entertained a most cordial hatred for 
(jalil as he had joined a party by 
whow they had been expelled from 
Padua, reported to the iuquisition at 
Rome, his discoveries as dangerous to 
religion, and he was openly denounced 
from the pulpit. On his own justifica- 
tion he wrote letters in which he repudi- 
ated any attackon religion, stating that 
the object of the scriptures was to teach 
men the way of salvation, and not 
to instruct them astronomy, 
for the acquirement of which they 
were endowed with eufficient 
natural faculties. He appeared at 
Rome, and by an able defense silenced 
his persecutors forthe time. The pope, 
Paul V., assured him of his personal 
safety, but forbade him teaching the 
Copernican doctrine of the motion of 
the earth. The prosecution of the de- 
testable inquisition was renewed, and, 
in his seventieth year, he was again 
summoned to Rome. He appeared be- 
fore the assembled inquisitors in the 
convent of Minerva. ~A portion of his 
sentence is too curious to be omitted : 

‘* By the desire of his holiness, and of 
this supreme and universal inquisition, 
the two propositions of the stability of 
the sun and the motion of the earth, 
were qualified by the theological quali- 
fiers, as follows; first, the proposition 
that the sun is the center of the world 
and immovable from its place, is absurd, 
philosophically false, and formally here(- 
ical, because it is expressly contrary to 
Holy Scripture; secondly, the proposi- 
tion that the earth is not the center of 
the world, nor immovable, but that it 
moves, and also with a diurnal motion, 
is absuid, philosophically false, and th: - 
ologically considered, at least erroneous 
in faith.’’ 

After a long declamatory expose, from 
one passage in which it has been sus- 
pected that Galilei was put to the torure, 
it concludes thus: 

‘*We decree that the book of the ‘ Dia- 
logues’ of Galileo Galilei be prohibited 
by edict; we condemn you to the prison 
of this office during pleasure; we order 
you for the next three weeks to recite 
once @ week, the seven penitential 
psalms,’’ ete. 

To o¥tain so mild a sentence he was 
cbliged to abjure on the gospels his be- 
lief in the Copernican doctrine. Rising | 
from his knees ofter this solemnity, he 
whispered toa friend, pur se muove,"’ 
it moves for all that. 


NOON DISPATCHES. 

New YorK, March 21.—A morning 
paper says the rumored despatch of troops 
to the frontier arose from the fact that a 
detachment of United States troops had 
been ordered to the west from Oswego, 
and their place was filled by other troops. 

Advices from East Tennessee state 
that the damage by the flood is over $2,- 
000,000. The trains are now running 
from Knoxville to Chattanooga. There 
were several lives lost, and many fami- 
lies left homeless who must suffer. The 
rivers are still high, and more rain is 
falling. There has been no mails from 
the northwest since the 4th of March.

WAS THE CIVIL WAR A REBELLION* 
[CONCLUDED FROM YESTERDAY.) 
England and Scotland, having already 
but one monarch, and yet being inde- 
pendent realms, effected a union, and 
by that means became a single nation, 
with a common Parliament. Were 
England now, in violation of the arti- 
cles of union, to exclude the Scottish 
Peers from the House of Lords, or other- 
wise break the bargain, and Scotland 
were, in consequence, to declare the 
union at an end; and, she standing 
armed on the defensive, within her own 
limits, a war of invasion were to ensue, 
would the people of Scotland be ‘ rebels’ 
and ‘traitors?’ If England were so to 
proclaim them, she would incur the con- 
tempt of the whole world, and beeome 
as much the enemy of the human race 
as a she-wolf is. If, conquering, she 
were to hang the Scottish leaders as 
rebels, she would no more disgrace 
-them, or prove them traitors, than 
EDWARD the Second disgraced WAL- 
LACE, and proved Aim a rebel. She 
would but prove herself a savage, brutal, 
bloody murderess; and the pretext for 
the murders would be universally ad- 
judged more disgustingly infamous than 
the murders themselves. 
’ States treating other States, their 
equals, as in rebellion against them, 
offer to the world a still more revolting 
spectacle. Still and always, human 
mature seeks new and strange modes in 
which to display its worst qualities. A 
people whose Hierophants are Editors 
without shame and Politicians without 
principle, among whom the swindling 
of the stock-exchange has become re- 
putable, and with whom to violate all 
the obligations of justice has become 
patriotic, might have been expected to 
offer a reward for the apprehension as 4 
felon of the President of eight millions 
of people; to imprison JonN MiTcHELL 
asa traitor, and to hang innocent wo- 
men by military commission. It makes 
war like TAMERLANE and the Scythians, 
and as the Hebrews did against the Ca- 
naanites; and looking complacently 
- from afar off at the ruins of unoffending 
villages and the ashes and ghastly 
chimneys of peaceful farm-houses, while 
its men wear watches of which they 
robbed the dead, the wounded, and non- 
combatants on peaceful roads, and their 
women the jewelry of Southern women 
robbed and ravished, it hopes to hide the 
enormity of its own barbarities by 
charges of inhumanity against those on 
whom it made unprovoked war, and 
whose land it ravaged with sword and 
fire; and vaunts the humanity with 
which it conducted that war, while it 
displays with pride in its hemes, the 
pianos, pictures, sand plate of the 
South. It will to coin 
its lies into history. To contradict 
them, it will only be necessary to follow, 
many years hereafter, the track of its 
native-bora and foreign soldiery on the 
Atlantic, in Georgia, or on and beyond 
the Mississippi. 
So Hungary united itself with Austria. 
The Emperor of Austria became King of 
Hungary, the two constituting one Em- 


pire, but Hungary retaining its 
own Diet, laws and privileges. 
A few years since, Hungary, be-| 


cause Austria infringed those privi- ! 
leges, and so violated the Compact of. 
Union, flew to arms. Dai the United 
States regard her people as rebels, and 
hold them guilty of treason? The war 
- had hardly begun, when Mr. DupLEy 
MANN Was despatched to Europe, to ob- 
tain information that might enable the 
United States to recognize Hungary as 
an independent Power: and when that 
which Austria called ‘ the rebellion’ was 
crushed, KossuTH was received on this 
side the Atlantic with a National ova- 
tion. 
The only real security for the continu- 
ance of the Republic consisted in the 
Sovereignty of the States, as the con- 
stituents of the National Government. 
This was the only check on the tendency, 
continual and otherwise irresistible, to- 
wards misgovernment by that monster 
the populace; the only ‘security 
against the utterance of the 
popular insanity in legislation and exec- 
utive action. It is passing strange that 
Europe should consider the removal-of 
this only barrier desirable. The annihi- 
lation by the Northern States, of the 
Sovereignty of the States, is the suicide 
-of the Republic, which is now become 
an Empire, waiting and wishing for the 
man, and offering him a standing army 
of negroes to rule the white race witha). 
Unable to overthrow the doctrine of 
State constituency by argument, the 
North resorted to arms, when the South, 
propounding it in its last and most posi- 
stive form, seceded. At the end of a four 
years’ war, we have a Constitution that 
on its face utters a lie; that isalie and 
a sham ; and a Giovernment imposed by 
the large and powerful States on the fee- 
ble ones,—by the majority of ‘the peo- 
ple of the United States’ on the minor- 
ity. And now, to justify this usurpation 
to themselves aud the world, the revolu- 
tioniste propese totry and execute for 
treason the leaders of those who strug- 
gled to maintain the Constitution as it 
and fought for the truth against a 
lie. Even JoHN MITCHELL, who was re- 
ceived, only a few years ago, with open 
arms and great glorification by this very 
people, as a fugitive rebel from Ireland, 
and at once became a prominent politi- 
cian, was long imprisoned, as a rebel 
against the United States. JonHn Mitcnr- 
ELL is more fortunate to have been per- 
secuted than to have been henoured,as a 
rebel.

and decided against the South forever, 
wager of battie? 

For it is now insisted, by baseness 
fawning on power, that no one should be 
forgiven or rebabilitated in his rights of 
property or life, who having borne arms 
against the Northern States in the late 
war, and now applying for a pardon, 
declines to lie and cringe, bet frankly 
declares his belief that his State 


had the right and sufficient cause 
to secede; but that this and the 
other questions are now to be 


deemed settled for the future contrary to 
his theory, and that he submits to the 
decision and will not seek to disturb it. 
This 4s not sufficient. To retain the old 
epinion is treasonable. 

Neither defeat nor persecution changes 
convictions, makes the truth a falsehood, 
or causes facts not to have existed and 
compacts not to have been made. When 
GALILEO stepped into the open air from 
the cell of the Inquisition where he had 
admitted that it was beretical to hold 
that the Earth revolved round the Sun, 
he said, all that, it does move.”

It 
isastrue now as it wasin May 156), 
when the Senate of the United States so 
voted, that “ in the adoption of the Fed- 
eral Constitution, the Stales adojiting 
the same acted severally, as free and in- 
dependent Sovereignties, delegating a 
portion of their powers to be exercised 
by the Federal Government.’’ it is as 
true now as it was then, when it so voted, 
that “the States entered into the Consti- 
tutional Compact which formed the 
Union ;” that the Union is ‘a Union of 
the States,’’ and that the Senate “ repre- 
sents the States in thelr Sovereign ca- 
pacity.’’ These questions, itis true, are 
decided. Force orders that the Con- 
truction and nature of the Constitution 
shall hereafter be in accordance with the 
Northern theory, and thatthey shall be 
taken always to have been so; as force 
has often established what was the true 
creed of Christianity:—and the conquered 
submit, as the heretics, the disciples of 
Arius and Huss and Knox have often 
had todo. For the present, the people 
of the subjugated States have no rights, 
and receive the law from the victor. 

But, inthe mean time, and singularly 
enough, the same force compels every 
one who is pardoned to swear to support, 
protect and defend the Constitution of 
the United States. That instrument. 
itself remains unaltered. When the 
reign of military power and Congres- 
sional tyranny and usurpation end, and 
the States that seceded again enter the 
Union, and the Constitution as written 
is once more the paramount law, the 
courts must construe it precisely as they 
would have done before the war, by itself 
and its history. They cannot, without 
perjury, adopt the construction ordered 
by force. ‘To support, protect and defend 
it, is to give it effect according to its 
original meaning and intention. To that 
the pardoned are sworn. Are they to 
pervert it because Force orders” In de- 
termining its meaning, the doctrines and 
teachings of the past, the commentaries 
of the sages, will not be allowed to re- 
main in oblivion, and the facts of his- 
tory will continue to exist. MADISON, 
MAcoN, and CALHOUN will not continue 
to be overruled by the Drill-Sergeant, 
the bayonet and the gibbet. The bones 
of Davis, swinging in the wind, will not 
prove that WEBSTER’s arguments were 
sound. The decision by wager of battle 
is re-exraminable at any time. There is 
no Statute of Limitation to that writ of 
error. Reason has always been occu- 
pied in reversing the judgments of Force, 
in matters of opinion. Else Error, once 
victorious, would be immortal. Force 
cannot stamp out Truth. The old doc- 
trines, if true, will revive, in more than 
their pristine strength and vigour. The 
persecuted Faith, in however few house- 
holds and hearts enshrined, will grow by 
persecution, and the more if watered by 
blood. It is immortal. 

We submit to force. We agree that 
we will net again appeal to arms; but 
we do not agree never hereafter to com- 
bat the victorious heresy by reason and 
argument, or to seek to secure its triumph 
by political combinations.

Nor could anything less than fatuity 
have imagined that the Southern people 
would submit with entire resignation 
and in entire good humor to the emanci- 
pation by force of those slaves that con- 
stituted so vast a wealth, and on whose 
labour the material prosperity of the 
South depended. We do not think that 
the Poles love the Rassians. We are 
sure that the last descendant of the 
Carthigenians hated Rome. NAPOLEON 
overran and subjugated Spain, but Jo 
sEPH did not die in peaceful possession 
of the Spanish throne. To set the 
negroes free was like flinging millions 
upon millions of gold into the voracious 
Atlantic. The negro freedman is worse 
than worthless; the negro voter will be 
a pest, and make the country a lazaretto. 
Tbe annihilation of slavery will prove as 
great an injury to the North as to the 
South; for it is the annihilation of an 
immense amount of productive labour, 
and an immense addition to the common 
stock of pauperism and vice. 

It is a great mistake to imagine that 
the slhkve-owners alone were benefited 
by the labour of the African, directed 
by a superior intelligence. The negro 
was intended to toil, and so to be, as so 
only he could be, of use and profit on 
earth. ‘Those who owned no slaves 
never wanted for work, were the slaves 
neither of the mine or the loom, voted 
as they saw fit, never wanted for food, | 
nor saw their wives stitching shirts ata 
few coppers each for Jews, and Yankees 
worse than Jews, or their daughters | 
prostituting themselves for bread. They 
paid no poor-rates; for there were no 
paupers. The master was compelled by | 
law to feed and clothe even his infirm 
and worthless slaves. There were no 
beggars, no alms-houses, no asyla for 
reforming Magdalens. The houses of 
prostitution even in the cities, (there 
were none in the towns,) were peopled 
with girls not born in the South.
